for the whites to reform ‘their line, and they 
were obliged to surrender to the rebels. After 
the édrtender, the rebels seem to have gone 
out deliberntely to the butéhery of those negro 
troops hidden away beneath the Lanks of the 
stream, and so thoroughly did they attend to 
the business in hand, that they left but a very 
few alive on the ground, tho. gh, lest any might 
still be in misery, they (the rebels) eame back 
text morning and slew such as still showed 
signs of life.. Not one ees of the colored 
troops escaped ! 

- Sach isa skeleton of the facts—and while 
we do not much Janrent the. fate of men who 
could behave as these negro ‘troops are report- 
ed tehave done; and who, as far as accounts 
go, did pot even venture resistance against 
their own massacre in cold blood—the facts 
mentioned, ought to read a lesson to our Gov- 
errithent, as well as td thé negro ttoops and 
their officers—for all three parties are plainly 
interested in the deductions from the present 
facts. 

our Government—euch facts speak of 
the desperation of the eanse of the rebels, 
and the venom pussessing their bosoms; all 
the niore virulent from their almost constant 
Jack of success, and thie shows tm inistak- 
ably, that we must retaliate in such a way and 
form, that generations to ¢ome, shall yet speak 
ofthe vengeance.

Wasaincton, April 15th. 

The new Internal Revenue bill is 
complete. It is a revsion of the Act 
now in force retaining all the same 
machinery, with such improvements 
as experience has shown tu be neces- 
sary. It contains one hundred and 
seventy-three sections ; forty-seven of 
which, are devoted to general provis- 
ions. It is the longest bill ever intro- 
duced in Congress. Among the pro- 
minent features of the bill, are the fol- 
lowing : 

In addition to “datics payable for 
licenses, there is to be paid on all 
spirits distilled, sold, or removed for 
consumption or sale, if first proofs, 
prior to Ist of July, 60 cents per gal- 
lon; after that date to January lst, 
1865, $1 00. on and after that date. 
$1,25. The duty on all spirits shall 
be taxed at no lower rate than first 
proofs, and ehall be iacreased in pro- 


portion for any greater strength. Dis-’ 


ill spirits refined poal oil, ube 


which ah extise ‘duty is, imposed by 
law, may bafemoved without ‘payment 


directly from the - distillery to a bond- 
ed .warehonse ; all beer, (lager), all 
porter and othes fermented liquors, by|s 


duty of one dollar per barrel, (if not 
more than 31 gallons).. Brewers, 
when having a capital not exceeding 
5,000 dollars, shall. pay one bundred 
dollars license,and two dollars addi- 
tional for each thousand above that 
amount.

ad valorem; cavendish, plug, twist 
and stemmed tobacco, twenty five cts. ;

and snuff flour, thirty-five cts.; cigars, 
valued at $10 per thousand, $5; val- 
ued at $10 to $20 per thousand, $7 ;

Letters in regard to the capture of 
Fort Pillow give an even more appall- 
ing description of the fiendishness of 
the rebels than that telegraphed. Marty 
of the wounded were shot in the hos- 
pital ; the remainder were driven out 
and the hospital burned. On the morn- 
ing after the fight the rebels went out 
on the field and shot such negroes as 
had not died from their previous 
wounds, many of those who had es- 
caped from the works and hospital 
and who desired to be treated as pris- 
oners of war, as the rebels had prom- 
ised, were ordered mtodine and inhu- 
manly shot down. Of three -hundred 
and fifty colored troops not more than 
fifty or sixty escaped—and not one 
officer in command of colored troops 
survives. Gen. Chalmers told the cor- 
respondent that although it was against 
the policy of his Government to spare 
negro soldiers and their officers, yef 
he had dove all in his. power to stop 
the carnage, but at the same time he 
said he believed it was right.
